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DETAILED ACTION 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 4/26/10 
has been entered. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1 1 - 20 and 25 - 29 are allowed. 

The reasons for allowance have been adequately set forth in the office action 
dated 1/7/10. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The newly submitted IDS have been considered. The references disclose 
processes relating to the recovery polymers in solution comprising precipitating them 
with non-solvents with the addition of dispersants and phase separating agents. 
However, no prior art teaches or fairly suggests the claimed process wherein two 
dispersants of which one (dispersant (I)) has greater affinity to the non-solvent and the 
other (dispersant (!!)) has a greater affinity for the solvent and wherein the dispersant (I) 
has a DH of 65% to 90% and the dispersant (II) has a DH of less than or equal to 60% 
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and wherein tlie dispersants are polyvinyl alcohols having different degrees of 
hydrolysis, the dispersant (I) having a degree of hydrolysis (DH) greater than that of 
dispersant (II).
